The Trial of Berexowski,

The judgment of the Court of Mises en Aoeu-
sntion, committing Berezowsk! for trial, s
dated July 4 The prisoner 18 deseribed as An-
tolne Herezowsk), born at Kolreiskl (Volhynia),
In Russin, on May 6, 1807, nn @justcur mecans
oten, n-.ultflu. at No, 210 llne arcadel, Paring
bhelght, 171 centimetres; halr and eye-brows
¢hesnut, high forehead, brown eyes, middie
sixed ;noee, large mouth, round ehin, il face,
anond rather dark complexion, The dosamen
narmtes tho circomstancos of tha erime, in-
aluding the bunutnq of the 1, and the
neblevement of M. Raimbaugh, the equerry,
withoul any material or lnteaesting vaclstion
from the accounts published In Lthe newspapers
& month ago, The following extract contuins
ull ithe rilonlars diseovered during the long
seoret “lonstruoction,” whether from Bearerow-
ski's own spswers to lnterrogatories, or the
minute researches of the police:—

The acoused at once accepted the responsi-
bility of whe altempt, of which he admitted
himgself to be the nuthor. He declared that be
had resolved to kill the Emperor Alexander
rnd that It was with that object exolusively that
be fired upon the Imperial carriage, He sald
that he haid conflded his project to no one, and
Lhat be stood *alone with his couniry,” which
he desired 1o aveoge by killing the Ozar.
In the course of all bis sxaminatious hecon-
stantly aftrmed that he never meant to
hurt the Emperor Nugolccn and was
perfectly oeriain that the buollets woold
not touch bis Majesty, Berezowskl fought in
the ranks of tho Puolish insurreotion ino 1803,
After haviog waited for o long tlme 1o Gallela
for an order to resume Lthe campulgn, he sought
refuge first in Germany, and afwerwnrds In Hel-
glum, He came to Parisinthe begloning of No-
vember, 15656, He oblalned employment in MM,
Gouln's faolory s an cjustewr mecanicien, with
wnges of 30 centimes the hour. He recelved
from the Yrefecture of Pollee a sabsldy of 45
francs per month. In order to lmprove his
French, be went for ten months to the Institne-
tion Jauffret. Hince the 30th of April lnst, Bere-
zowski was out of employment until May 27
when be went Lo Mouy, in the Dapnrl.meni
of the Olse, to work for a few days, telling
ils coneierge that he should be back on June
1. On that day, whleh was the as
arrival of the Emperor Alexander,
walted two hours outside the Nortbern Rall-
way Station to see him On Taesday, Juné
4, be ngaln went tosee hilmn as ne was leaving
the Opera.  When the accused had thus asoer-
tained that It was not difficult to get near the
Cgar, he made up his mind to talke bhis life, and
fizxed June 6 for the execution of his design,
Un the 5th he bought a double-barrelled plstol,
caps, apd bnllets, at an armorer’'s on the Houle-
vard de Hebastopol. He chose the pistol from
several whieh he was told bhad been trled. He
silll wanted powder, and as his money was all
gone he pawned a paletot to buy some. On the
morniog of the Oth be loaded the plstol, and
finding his bullels too small for Lthe varrels, he
made with some lead Lwo lingots of acylicdrioal
form, 19 millemetres long, and weighing 10
grammes, whiléhh he rammed into the barrels
with a plece of lron. Thus armed, he left his
lodgings aty® in the morning, and was never
peen there again. He breakinsted at a wine
shop In tbe Rue Marcadet, from whence he
proceeded to the rallway station at Batignolles.
Near this he went into another wine shop and
took & glnss of Vermouth, and he left behind
him a paletot, 1n the pocket of whioh was found
a book entitled “A Study of Poland,” by Casi«
mir Wolowskl. Page 80 of this book 18 turned
down, and the following passs Is marked;—
“Klenakl's oatb—I swear prepare all
fble means to losure the success of
the Insurrection.,” The acoused conld
not get near the soverelgos during the
review, He took up s position at tirst on the
rocksof the Caseades, by which he supposed the
Czar would pass. When the filing past of Lthe
army was over, he watched the movements of
the Imperinl corfege with an attentive eye,
When he saw that the carrioge In which the
soverelgns were had changed its direction and
tuken the Chemlin de la Vierge, be ran aoross
the Chemin de la Grande Casonde, and passed
on nnder the trees and brushwood Lo the oroas
rouds, whioh he reached just as the corlege was
com ng urp. He fired somewhal obliquely, bain.-]r
on the left of the carringe, and a little behind
i1, If be is to be belleved, he aimed at the Em-
peror Alexander's head when he fired.

The Court finds that there are snificient
charges establlshed agalnst Berezowsk] to com-
mit him for irinl for having “on June 8, 1807, in
the Bols de Boulogne, wilfully and with pre-
meditation commitied an attempt »t homlolds
upon the person of his Majesty the Emperor
Alexander, the which attempt, manifested by a
commencement of execution, falled of 1ta effect
solely from eircumstances Independent of the
wlll of the author.”

The Murats pay great attention
to soch of thelr American relatives and
sequaintances a8 visit them w Paris, Toen
there is the Princess de Noer, who four
years ago was plain Miss Mary Esther Lee,
davghter of David Lee, a wealthy oitizen of Now
York, On the 34 of November, 1864, she mar-
ried Prince Frederic, of Schles-Holstein-S8onder-
burg-Avgustenburg, who, three days after the
eruhax. was created Prince de Noer by the
Emperor of Austris, Less than a year after-
warde, on the 2d of July, 1865, the Prince de
Noer dled while on a voyage of pleasure at
Beyrut, 8yrin, The widowed Princess resides,
we belleve, in Vienns, By her marriage sho
became the sunt of that Prince Cbhristinn of
Sehleswig-Holsteln, who recently marrled the
Princess Heleoa,Queen Victoria’s thivd daughter,
Another late instance of an American lady be-
coming & princess is taat of the Princess Salm-
Qalm. Her busband, Prinoe Fellx Salm Salm, wis
a rather wild and adventorous member of the
great Austnan house of Salm-8alm, who came to
this country at the outbreak of the Rebellion,
offered his Bervioes to the Pederal Government,
and rose to the rank of Brigadior-General. He
married Agnes Le Clerq, the dsnghter of a Col,
Le Olerq. of our voluntesr service. It is this
Princess BaloiSalm who lately made suoh stre.
npous effiorts tojsave the hie of Maximillan, the
Prinoe, aftex the close of our aivil war, having
oined the Mexican Imperial srmy. Her aocts in
his counection will entitle her to the gratitude
of Francis J h, nod both she and her husband
will doubiless n hilgh w‘t‘uﬂn upon thelr
arrival ln Vienna, the sitled members of
the Austrian couort olroles, We l:{ nothing
about the voneravle Madsme Bona e, of Bal-
timare, who, if sbe had her rights, would be
styled Princess. And as for duchesses, wnd
